BUFFALO KILLING. 


How the Bull of the Plains is Being 
Wiped Out. 
Corresponience or the Philadelphia Times. 

The Indians kill the year round for meat, 
but the white hunters only go out in the win- 
ter when the hides have a fur-like quality and 
can be converted into buffalo robes. A skin 
taken in the summer is only good for leather. 
A buffalo hunting outfit usually consists of 
one or two hunters,two skinners to each hunt- 
er,a cook and a stock of ammunition and 
provisions. One man, usually. a practical 
hunter, owns the outftitand pays the other 
mena monthly salary. Arrived upon the 
range a dug-out is constructed by cutting an 
opening in a side hill, rooting it with hides or 
With boughs and dirt. Thisis the home of 
the party. A sheet-iron stove or a fireplace 
of stgnes and mud warms the burrow and 4 
hide. serves fora door. The hunters scour 
the country on their horses for signs of the 
proximity of a herd. When they dis- 
cover such sifnos they do not 
gallop on, find the herd, dash among 
tpem and kill rignt and left. That is the way 
buffalo hunting is done in the pictures in the 
school geographies, and it is the way the In- 
dians who are after meat often hunt. Tie 
white manis toosmart. He wants to kill as 
many animais as possible without stamped- 
ing the herd. First he ‘caches’ his horse, 
concealing himin a ‘*coolie” or gully (the 
right word is the French coulee, but Western 
usage has corrupted it to coolie). If the buf- 
faloes should getwind of the horse they wou!d 
take the alarm and makeoff. The hunter 
then cautiously gets around toleeward of the 
herd, “getting their wind,’ as he says. Then 
he approaches very slowly, crawling over the 
ground and dudging over hummocks to es- 
cape their notice. If they see him he lies 
perfec:iy still inthe grass, which his browa 
canvas clothing resem»ies closely in color. 
Seeing nothing move, the wary animals soon 
think they were mistaken in suspecting the 
presence of an enemy and go on grazing. 

The bunter crawi+ up a little closer aud so 
works forward until he gets a good position, 
in a depression in the ground or behind a 
little rise, for shooting. Taoen he watches 
the herd for afew minutes to learn which 
animal is tne jeader. Every herd, large or 
smail, has acaptain, wno directs its move- 
ments, and to whom ali turn for guidance in 
moments of danger. The hunter must first 
kill the leader or he will probably not get 
more than one ortwo skins outof the herd 
When the buffalo boss is laidlow tbe other 
animals gather around bimin confusion and 
amazement, undecided what todos. Another 
and another fali under the hunter’s stead) 
aim.

A Whitehaven correspondent states: **For

Consumption to be Cured. 
Faom the New York Sun. 

Dr. Wesley Miller read a paper entitled 
“Prevention of Tubercular Disease in Man 
and Domestic Animals,’’ before the New 
York Academy of Sclence last evening. ‘I'bis 
was criled out by the recent researches cf 
Dr. Koch, Government Adviser in the Im- 
perial Health Department of Berlin, who dis- 
eovered that consumption could be convered 
by inoculation. He found by microscopic 
examination of the diseased organs of a 
great number of diseased tnen and animais 
that the tubercles were infected by minute 
parasites, Which he differentiated from the 
surrounding ii-sue by means of a special 


| | aye. Transferring the diseased matter by in- 
'and the beasts bezintorunto and fro in a 


oculation to healthy animals, he reproduced 
the disease. Heciultivated the parasite arti- 
fictally through many generations, and again 
produced the disesse by infecting healthy 


animals with these. A natural discussion | 


followed as to the feasibiiity of modifving the 
tubercular virus by cultivation, and using 
this in the form of vaccination as a means to 
vrevent Consumption. 

The essayist last evening pointed out that 
a related disease might be transmitted from 


i'man to apnimais by means of _ § inocu- 


lation. and vack from animals to man, thus 
giving protection from or lessening the se- 


| verity of disease. Pasteur, he said, found | 
that his chickens wW:.en inoculated witha mit- | 


igated virus of chicken cholera, were forti- 
fied not against this disease oniv,but against 


anthrax; andit has also been shown that 


vhen sauimalsg are vaccinated with bovina 


| virus, as in propagating vaccine to prevent 


small-pox in man, this operation gives im- 
munity tothe animals from other contagious 


diseases. Though this is nut a principle to 


be relied upon, no such Vicarious action in 
other cases has been known to exist. Vac- 
cination, as electricity, the essayist said, is a 
mysterious agency that exists in life itself, 
and all we can do is simply to render it harm- 
less, transéorm it into different degrees of 
virulence and modify its character as a pre- 
vyentive. 

The essayist referred to a paper written by 
him in 1873, in which he alieged the pos- 
sibility of preventing consumption of 
the lungs in man by means of vaccina- 
tion with the modified form of tubercu‘osts 
of the bovine. Experiments in this sor: were 
made by him. ,Buttuis modified virus was 
first rendered harmiess by having been car- 
ried through aseries of yvenerations of the 
bovine animal. 

Dr. Miler expressed the belief that at no 
distant day a preventive for consumption 
wouid be found in vaccination.

Special protection 
has increased the price of some commodities 
and bas proportionately increased the wages 
of laborers, but. these high wages 
have certainly caused a steady ioflux of 
workingmen from the Old World and 
helped to bring about that over-production 
which has led to fluctuating markets, closing 
of mills, lock-outs, strikes, etc. The State of 
Pennsylvania is most beautifully protected. 
No State was ever so elegantly cared for in 
this particular, and yet the struggle for ex- 
istence is as desperate among toilers in Penn- 
sylvania as in any State of tbe Union. There 
is proportionately more discontent, unhappi- 
ness and distress in Pennsylvania than in 
bucolic Missouri. Sometimes we half suspect 
that the great apostles of Protection do not 
really understand the practical effects of 
the gigantic theory with which they are 
wrestlivg.

CABLE STREET RAILROADS. 


Mr. S. H. Terry Exhibits His New 
System on ’Change. 


Mr. S. H. Terry, of Guthrie, Mo., exhibited 
on ’Change this morning the model of a cable 
street car railroad, by which he promises to 
revolutionize all present plans of street loco- 
motion. The cable system in 
use in California and in Chicago 
has proven itself a success, although 
there are anumbper of disadvantages in the 
method which, Mr. Terry says, he bas over- 
come. There has as yet been no practical 
operation of his improvement, but a number 
of gentlemen in the city pro- 


pose to organize companies in 
order to test the system, 
as they have great faith inthe enterprise, 
and the improvements are certainly very 
rofitable ones, and they look feasibie. 
rielly stated, Mr. Ferry proposes to have 
an iron tube, similar to water-pipe, 
to Which ties are attached, 
This will be cast in twelve -foot sections, and 
in the top of the tubing is a slot five-eighths 
of an inch: in size, through which slot the 
clamp or grip will pass. There are no great 
improvements in the Lubing or in 
the cable which runs therein, 
but instead of the flanges which 
ordinarily jare found in pulleys ou which the | 
cabie runs, there isa movable flange, which | 
is moved by the grip and returns to its place | 
when the grip passes. The erip is a flexible | 
one and therein lies its chief | 
attraction. Cross lines’ of cables 
Or any other obstructions, are very easily | 
overcome, by having shoulders or cames 
bevelied which lift up the grip, which is 
thereby loosened from the cabie and the car 
moves of its own momentum until the 
obstacle is passed, when the, clamp 
again attaches itself to the 
cable, At both ends of the 
carisa brake—either of which can operate 
the grip. This will make the grip car avail- 
able, in either winter or summer, for pas- 
sepger traffic, and as the driver will be in 
frout of the car he will bave a clear view of 
the track ahead of him. The brake at once 
Operates a3 a8 grip on the cabie 
and on the wheels of the car. 

There are spring attachments to the grip to 
prevent sudden jars in starting or stopping, 
and automatic devices for throwing switches 
80 that any number of lines of cars car be 
run on one track and be switched off when 
desired. There is also an arrangement 
by which, when a car is thrown off the track, 
the convection with the grip is severed. 

The question will naturaliy occur to many 
as Lo What will become «f the dirt which will 
accumulate in the tube through the slot. 

There are apertures to the sewers, so that 
the tubes can be fluoded or swept when the 
fali is not sufficient for washing. 

Taken altogether it seems as if some of the 
greatest objections to the cabie system have 
been overcome. Certainly great improve- 
ments as to safety have been made,

TRADING OUT OF HOURS. 


Outside Option Tradisg, and How to 
Prevent It. 


Since the adjournment of the afternoon 
call on ’Change during ‘trace week” the 
speculative operators have been meeting in 
the afternoon in one of the bucket shops 
down-stairs, and trading has been going vig- 
orously on every day. On a couple of days 
the crowd had regular calls, the official caller 
of the Exchange presiding at the one heid 
yesterday. This has provoked considerabie 
comment among some of the members, who 
hold thag when the Exchange is closed trad- 


ing should not be permitted. There has been 
some talk of putting a stop to this trading 
out of hours, but as there is norule of the 
Exchange covering this outside trading the 
directors are powerless in the matter. Some 
time ago the Board of Directors passed a rule 
that trading out of hours would not be recog- 
nized by the board, but as this rule was never 
submitted to the members it never received 
the sanction of the Exchange asa body, and 
consequently was a dead letter and could 
never be enforced. The adjournment of the 
afternoon Call was not an adjourament of the 
Exchange at all, as only the call board opera- 
tors voted upon it, and was consequently only 
doing away with this call during the week hy 
common consent of these operators. The St. 
Louis operators trade every day on what they 
call the “‘curb’—before the opening of the 
Exchange doors in the morning and after they 
are closed in the afternoon, and on Saturday 
afternoon they always meet in one of the 
bucket shops and transact considerable busi- 
ness in future options. In New York, Chica- 
go and other cities the different Boards of 
Trade have rules passed by a vote of the 
members that prohibit this outside trading, 
and these rules are rigidly enforced. There 
seems to be only ome wav to settle 
this matter here, and that is to 
have the Exchange pass a similar 
rule, with a severe penalty attached for any 
one found trading out of hours. President 
Slayback expresses bimself as very much 
against this outside trading, and thinks that 
a petition drawn up requesting the directors 
to call for a vote upon such a rule as would 
cover the matter would readily receive the re- 
quired number of signatures to bring it be- 
fore the directors, who would act promptly 
upon the request, and that the Exchange 
would pass such arule without question. It 
might be well for someone who js in favor 
of stopping this style of trading to start such 
a petition and have the matter settled once 
and for all.

Prof. Rutledge Delivers the Annual 
Address. 


Resolutions Referring to Medical Legis- 
lation—Proceedings in the Con- 
vention. 


The annual session of the Eclectic Medical 
Society of Missouri reconvened this morning 
inthe American Medical College, with the 
acting president, Dr. McClanahan, and the 
secretary, Dr. P. D. Yost,jpresent, with a full 
attendance. Prayer was offered by Dr. 8. 
8S. Carr, of Buffaio, Mo. 

The  Censorial Committee reported 
the names of Dr. J. M. 
Jones, of Lebanon. Ill.; and 
Dr. J. N. Watemille, Nebraska, for honorary 
membership, and on motion the gentiemen 
were duly elected. 

Dr. 8.8. Carr reported two interesting 
gun-shot wounds, accompanied by a written 
report. 

A paper prepared by Dr. R. L. Galbreath» 
of Carthage, Mo., on “‘Rational Medication,’’ 


was read by Dr. Rutledge, and another paper 
on ‘New Remedies,” was read by Dr. F. H. 
McDonald, of Warden, Ill. 

The hour for the special order having ar- 
rived,Prof. W. V. Rutledge,orator of the day, 
delivered the following address: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Eclec- 
tic Medical Society of Missouri: While | am 
proud to see so many geutlemen present at 
this annaal meeting of our society, I regret 
that there are so manv who could not find it 
convenient to be with us, and I regret, also, 
that s®9 many gentiemen whose sympa- 
thies and interesta are identical with 
our own negiect to become members and cast 
their influence with this association. I fear 
there is too littie love for the profession at 
large, and especiaily for the branch they have 
chosen as their especial pride. We are the 
representatives of that branch of the medical 
profession known as the American, or Eclec- 
tic. Are we proud of the fact that we are mem- 
bers of it—that we are graduates of her col- 
leges? Have we accomplished anything 
under her banner that is worth maintaining? 
There be some, I hear, who say tbat we have 
accomplished all that was sought by our 


founders, viz., the reforming and the correct- 
ing of the abuses that characterized the 
practice of medicipe by the old schooi of doc- 
tors; and that, therefore. we should disband 
and abandon not only our organization, but 
|our name—the shibboleth by which we are 
admitted into the family temples, the homes 
ail over this fair land. Why should we do 
this thing? Certainly not because 
we have accomplished so much 
and succeeded 80 wo g, Oe 
one, am neither ready nor willing to dispense 
with my name and give up my home. Iam 
for sticking to the name Kelectic, and allow- 
ing it to stick to me, with all the odium that 
the pufling, prancing,? empty-headed:regular 
may endeavor to attach to me because of it. 
I am afraid they might think weil of me if ! 
belonged to their gang. They say they do 
not recognize us as phv-iciens; that they will 
not consult with us.

KOOP. KILLED. 


Last Sunday Night’s Row Ends ip 
Murder. 


John Donohue in Jail for Slaying 
Jake Koop, 


Details of the Quarrel! and the Shootitg 
Told by Eye- Witnesses. 


Jacob Koop, aged 27 years, died at the City 
Hospital early this morning from a gunshot 
wound received at the hands of John Dono. 
hue in Joseph Apprederis’ saloon, No. lit: 
Broadway. The difficulty which re. 
sulted fatally occurred about 9 
0 o’clock last Sundby night. Koop, Donohue, 
Billy Gleeson and a young man named Wag- 
ner were grouped inthe saloon atthe above 
number, drinking freely and carrying on an 
animated discussion over some Wagers mae 
by some of the party. They had 
attended a base ball match in 
the afternoon and drank freely during 
the day, and were all somewhat under the 
influence of liquor, when a difficulty of the 
previous evening between Wagner and ])ono- 
hue was brought up by the party. hoop, 
who was a powerful, large man with a repu- 
tation of being a ‘“‘slugger,’’ took Wagner's 
side in the dispute, causing Dono- 
hue to speak roughiy to him. Hot 
words passed between the men, who were 
too much under the influence of liquor to re- 
member the exact words. Thecrowd separ- 
ated, and among otners Donohue, who lived 
with his mother on Eleventh, between O’Fal- 
lon and Cass avenue, left but returned in 4 
few moments. Koop was then standing in 
the saloon near Wagner. A general row oc- 
curred, during which the parties 
were put out. Just then Donohue 
raised arevolver and shot at Koop, the bullet 
entering the left breast just above the heart. 
THE WOUNDED MAN STAGGERED TO THE

for support, and was seized by some men, 
whowere attracted by the report of the pis- 
tol, Donohue escaped before the arrival 
of the olice patrol wagon. At 
11:45 last Sunday night Sergt. Jenks and 
Officers Murphy, Schaeffer and McKanej ar- 
rested him as he was entering bis 
house from the rear. At the Third Distri¢ 
Station be said that Koop struck him firs 
with a beer glass, after which he drew his rey 
volver and fired. In proof of the truth of 
his statement, he showed a smal! cut and 
bruise on his head, 

The saloon keeper, Joseph Apperderis, 
gives the best account of the fatal difficulty 
which originated Saturday night, when the 
crowd were drinking. One of the party on 
that night lifted a glass of beer above 
his head. Wagner, in drunken sport, knocked 
itout of bis hand, spiliing iton Donohue’s 
clothes. As he refused to apologize, Dono- 
hue struck him inthe face. A general row 


occurred, the friends siding with the bellig- 
erents. La‘er they had another row on the 
street, to which last Sunday night's affray 
might be traced directly. 

APPERDERIS’ STATEMRNT 
is as follows: 

‘Jake Koop, Billy Wagner and Billy Flynn 
were in the saloon. Dononue came in and 
went to the bar with Flynn and took a drink 
saying: ‘I don’t care for anybody, | just care 
for myself. Koop said: ‘What? You don’t 
eare for anybodv—for me, neither?’ Dono- 
hue said: ‘No, I don’t give a d——n for you. 
You are no good! You’re no manat all” It 
seemed as if Koop dida’t want anything to do 
with him. Fiypn turned to Koop and said: 
‘I can lick you,’ and he pushed him a little, 
made a pass at him. I couldn’t say whether 
he was in earnest or just 
fooling, but his actions started Donohue, 
who was standing right by the bar. 
He took up cneof the glasses and struck 
Wagner aterrible biowin the head. The 
glass broke into a thousand pieces. Wagner 
bied like a hog. After be hit Wagner he 
picked up another glass, and quick as a wink 
threw itat Koop. Koop was stunned fora 
minute, then ran towards Donohue and 
caught hold of him. He didn’t strike him.

soon threw Donohue and beld himdown. By 
that time I got around and took hold of — 
them. They were right near the door, which 
bad been shut in the fight. I opened it and 
pushed them out on the sidewalk. There 
were a good many in the saloon at the time, 
There is one thing I am pot sureabout. [ 
went in the bouse And shutthe door on them. 
I opened it again and went out. I saw Koop 
standing south of Donohue. They were facing 
each ether about four steps apart. Neither 
one was doing anything. Donohue said: 
‘Look out, Jake, or I’l! shoot you,’ ina very 
threatening tone. Koop said: ‘Shoot away.’ 
It looked to me asif Koop didn’t want to 
have much to do with Donobue. Koopis 8 
big man, and 
“fle could have killed Donohue in the saloon 
if he had been soinclined. I walked into the 
house and in about fifteen seconds I heard a 
shot. I went out and some one told me that 
Donohue bad shot Koop. Donohue was not 

ere and my wife told me she saw two or 
three fellows running down Cass avenue. 
Koop walked across the street. Some fellow 
toid me afterwards that he met Koop across 
the street and Koop said he wanted a match 
to see Where he was shot, but this msm had 
no match with him. He must have falien 
down across the street, for he lay there about 
twenty minutes. The patroi-wagon Camo 
along then and took him away, /ittie Martin 
Heffernan having gone to the station in tho 
meanwhile and told the police about it.”
